ATTEMPTED SMUGGLING 

OF JEWELS CHARGED. 


Men Arrested On Arrival Fioin 
Abroad, Have Valu¬ 
able Gems. 


Galveston. Tex., March 17.—The mys¬ 
tery surroundng the murderous mid¬ 
night raid of the negro soldiers from 
the Twenty-fifth Infantry upon the peo¬ 
ple of Brownsville, Tex., on August 13 
last year, has been cleared up. A full 
statement has been made by one of the 
discharged negroes to two representa¬ 
tives of the Galveston News. 

After seven months of lnvestlgallon 
by the authorities of the United States, 
during which time the most searching 
inquiry has failed to shake the testi¬ 
mony of the negroes, that they did m>t 
commit the outrage, what appears to 
be the true version of the crime has 
been secured from one of the dis¬ 
charged soldiers, who admits that he 
partially participated. The man has 
been living In Galveston a large portion 
of the time since he was discharged, 
without honor, from the military serv¬ 
ice of the nation, which he swore to 

serve honorably, and is still In the city.

The father of the gtri. who Is a retir¬ 
ed Methodist Episcopal minister, resid¬ 
ing on Upper Eighth street, near mid¬ 
night became uneasy because the girl 
had not returned home and went to the 
police station to ask that an investiga¬ 
tion be made.

Physicians were hurried¬ 
ly summoned and the young woman 
was removed to St. Mary's Hospital, 
where It was stated her condition Is 
serious. It la feared her skull Is crush, 
ed and In this case there 1 b little chance 
for her recovery.

The warm rain falling In this vicinity 
Is expected to release the ioe, which 
lies from Parker, Pa., bo a point sixty 
miles^up the river, and by morning It 
will start down the river in great quan¬ 
tities. Preparations are being made 
here to-night to prevent any serious 
damage when the ice gorge arrives 
here. 

By to-morrow morning hu/ndreds of 
business houses in the downtown dis¬ 
trict will resume. The work of clean¬ 
ing the debris from the Interiors of 
these buildings was completed to-day. 
Ail the down-town streets, which were 
left covered with several Inches of mud, 
when the water receded, were thor¬ 
oughly cleansed to-night by rain.

ended in the war that ls threatening 
the peace of all Central America, ac¬ 
cording to the official communications 
exchanged by the Ministers of Foreign 
Affairs for the two republics, copies of 
which have been received in Washing¬ 
ton. 

The controversy began when Senor 
Augusto C. Coello, the Honduran Min¬ 
ister for Foreign Affairs, wrote a note 
to Senor Jose D. Gomez, the Nlc- 
ar&uguan Minister for Foreign Affairs, 
on January 26, protesting against the 
theft of a mule from Ireno Salgado 
by thirty-five Nicaraguan cavalrymen, 
who were charged with entering Hon¬ 
duran territory. 

In reply, Senor Gomez said the Nic¬ 
araguans did not quite enter Honduras, 
although they passed near to the little 
town of Los Monos, in that republic. 
The taking of the mule was not denied, 
but Senor Gomez insisted In his letter 
that Salgado was not a Honduran citi¬ 
zen, but a Nicaraguan, who had to 
leave that country because of the part 
he played In a revolution two years 
before. Consequently, Nicaragua main¬ 
tained that Honduras had no right to 
fly to the defense of Salgado’s mule. 

This note brought a spirited reply 
from Honduras, announcing that Ireno 
Salgado, the Nicaraguan refugee, was 
living in Tegucigalpa, happily engaged 
In trade there, while a man by the same 
name, a most reputable and respected 
farmer, a Honduran of unquestioned • 
citizenship, lived at Ix>s Monos, and 
owned the much-mooted mule. 

Nicaragua replied that it was true 
that Capt. Jyan I. Rocha, who com-1 
manded a party of cavalrymen, took a 
mule near Los Mu nos. but reiterated 
that the animal was not taken In Hon¬ 
duran territory. Dispatches grew long¬ 
er as the controversy waxed warmer. 
Other questions arose. Then the ar¬ 
bitration tribunal was opened, and 
finally the break came when President 
Zelaya, of Nicaragua, withdrew his 
member of the Board of Arbitration 
and war between Honduras and Nic¬ 
aragua actually began. 

Revolution In Venezuela. 

Willemstad, Curacao, March 17.—A 
dispatch received here from Cucuta, 
Colombo, announces that a powerful 
revolution has started In the State of 
Tachlra, Venezuela, with Gen. Juan 
Pablo Penal-csa as Its leader. 


Cincinnati, March 17—With a stage 
of 61 feet at 6 o’clock this afternoon it 
was believed that the crest of the big 
Ohio river flood was not far away. 
Forecaster Bassler has placed the prob. 
able crest at not leas than 63 feot. bul 
his estimates anticipated its arrival 
some time to-morrow afternoon. The 
river, however, has been running out 
very fast, owing to its freedom below 
because of a lack of overfulness at 
lower river points, and the crest which 
was reported at Huntington. W. Va., 
this afternoon, may pass here before 
morning. 

Losses cannot be given, although It 
is asserted with some reason that the 
damage may far exceed that In the 
January flood, because of the unusually 
large amount of mud carried by the 
river at this time. In January there 
was M'LUe of this, and many submerged 
factories lost less than hod been at first 
estimated. Tho present flood, however, 
has come from unprecedentedly heavy 
rains on a soft soil, the result being an 
excessive amount of mud which has 
settled on all that it covered so that 
the loss will go far In excess of a win¬ 
ter flood. The suffering on Die other 
hand lias probably been somewhat les¬ 
sened by the milder weather, although 
many thousands have been driven from 
their homes, and caused great lose and 
suffering by the rising water. 

Few reports from up the river came 
In during the day, but it ifl understood 
that ithe worst Is generally over at 
points above here, although the suffer¬ 
ing of the homeless and unemployed 
will eoniUlnue for some days longer. Tho 
Cincinnati administration has asked for 
authority to issue bonds to the extent 
of $150,000 for the relief of flood suf¬ 
ferers, and a much larger sum will be 
requeued. 

The city suffered a loss of about $150,- 
0C0 early In the day by the collapsing 
of the Highth-streot viaduct over the 
railroads of the Mill creek section of the 
city. Three fifty-foot spans of this via¬ 
duct went down Into the flood, but the 
high water Is not believed to have been 
the sole cause of the disaster. For¬ 
tunately the accident occurred at an 
ho-ur when there wais no one on the 
bridge or there would have been heavy 
loss of life, as thin l» the main thor¬ 
oughfare between the center of the 
city and Price hill on the West End. 
lhe Warsaw and Elbsron avenue and 
the Sedamsville ekclrle lines, and the 
connecting cars for the Lawrenceburg 
traction fine used this viaduct, and ail 
have been compelkd to make a wide 
detour, the flood having prevented any 
surface connection across the railroad 
tracks. 

In the carrying away of the big sec¬ 
tion of the bridge 110 Western Union 
wires were broken, and telephone 
communication with Sedamsville, 
Olcves, Price Hill. Delhi ard River¬ 
side was cut off. that meaning also the 
severance of connection wlJh all down 
the river points. The Western Union, 
however, put a Drge force of men at 
work Immediately, and before after¬ 
noon all wires had been conn cted, a d 
there was no serioun delay to business, 
the fact that it was Sunday having 
helped. It eanr.o: bo stated positively 
whether the accident was caused by 
weakening of the bridge supports by 
the flood, or was due to the fact that 
a fill had blocked one of the natural 
outlets eo that a pond formed, and this 


gradually seeped through and under 
the viaduct, so weakening it that the 
flood pressure completed tha wreck 
thus begun, 

OFFICIAL BULLETIN. 

Washington Predicts Thirty-nine - 
Foot Stage At Louisville. 

Washington, March 17.—The Weath¬ 
er Bureau to-night Issued the follow¬ 
ing flood bulletin: 

The Ohio river at Parkersburg stood 
at 48.4 feet to-night, a fall of 3.1 feet 
since Saturday night. At Cincinnati 
the stage Is 61.1 feet, a rise of 2.1 feet, 
with a crest stage of about 63 feet ex¬ 
pected Monday night. At Louisville 
there was a rise of 2.7 to 33.8 feet, with 
a crest stage between 38 and 39 feet 
probable Tuesday afternoon. A stage 
of 54 feet Is also indicated at Madison 
on Tuesday morning. No changes have 
been made in lower Ohio river fore¬ 
casts. Stages In feet Sunday morning 
at special stations were as follows; 

Point Pleasant 54.7, flood stage 39; 
Catlettsburg 69.9, flood stage 50; Ports¬ 
mouth 60.5, flood stage 50, and Mays- 
vllle 58.3, flood stage 50. 

Vevay Suffers Heavy Loss. 

Vevay. Ind., March 17.—[Special.]— 
This city Is again In the grip of a 
flood for the second time in sixty days 
During January the waters engulfed all 
the lower portions of the city, and the 
present stage wifi equal the January 
rise. The suffering during the first 
flood was Intense, much greater than 
at present. 

The pathetic feature of the present 
situation is found in the fact that the 
flood sufferers have been at work re¬ 
pairing the damage done to their homes 
by the first flood and now' that work 
has all come to naught. Many homes 
wore completely wrecked. At Florence. 
Marklund and Patriot the situation Is 
as bad as it Is here and the number of 
houses wrecked was large. During 
the January flood the State extended 
some aid, but It believed that the pres¬ 
ent condition can be handled locally. 


Crest Reaches Huntington. 

H muting Lon, W. Vo., March 17.—The 
river reached its highest point here at 
2 o'clock this afternoon when the stage 
was 58.3 feet. After remaiining station¬ 
ary tiwo hours it began to recede slow¬ 
ly. The stage exceeds by six-tenths 
that In the January flood. Much less 
damage was done at this point than in 
January when a high wind added to tiw 
destruction. SOrrw five hundred homes 
In Huntington and Central City are 
mirrounded with water. Catlettsburg. 
Ceredo and Prootorvlfie are almost en¬ 
tirely flooded. The Baltimore and Ohio 
railroad has not run a train Into Hunt¬ 
ington since Wednesday, and no trains 
will be operated for a day or two. It 
is expeo:ed that intemnban traffic on 
the Oxmdon Interstate road will be re¬ 
sumed Tuesday morning. 


Three Bodies Found. 

Parkersburg. W. Va., March 17.—The 
bodies of John Francis and his son, 
Henry, and daughter. Della, who were 
drowned here Friday night while flee¬ 
ing from their flooded home, were re¬ 
covered to-day. 

The river has fallen two feet here, 
but the flood situation Is very little im¬ 
proved. There is much suffering and 
the dty is without street cars, gas, 
electric fights or water. 

Caboose Slides Into River. 

Pltitrfburg. March 17.—Four trainmen 
wwe seriously injured and narrowly es¬ 
caped drowning to-day when on acre 
of ground, weakened by the floods, 
slipped from under the PRtsfourg and 
Lake Erie railroad tracks at Fallston 
and caused a caJbooae attached to a 
light engine to plunge over a fbrty-foot 
eTobonkmen't into the Beaver river. 


At StAnd At Portsmouth. 

Portsmouth, O., March 17.—At nlght- 
faJl to-d*ay the Ohio was at a stand 
here, locking but three inches of reach¬ 
ing the January stage of 61 feet, with 
over one-third of the city submerged. 
Thousands of people put in the day 
boa>i riding through the principal 
stireote. The w-eather ls still warm with 
slight indication of more rain.

A PROMINENT CONFEDERATE. 


Versailles, Ky., March 17.—[Special.] 
-Ex-Mayor John H. McKenzie, who 
fell from the third story of the Arm¬ 
strong Hotel, at Shelbyvllle, In his 
sleep, last Monday night, died from his 
Injuries at 7 o’clock this morning at 
his home on South Main street. Te 
tanufl developed yesterday, and was 
the immediate cause of Mr. McKenzie's 
death. 

Mr. McKenzie was one of the fore- 
moot citizens of Versailles.

Washington, March 17.—[Special.]— 
Gen. WHlufid P. Hall, of Adjt Gen. 
Ainsworth's staff, is m>t ooon to retire 
from the army under a possible con¬ 
struction of a law passed at the recent 
session of Congress. The misappre¬ 
hension probably Is due to the clncum- 
«t&nces which attended the passage of 
tiie law referred to. Bona tor Black¬ 
burn, then a member of the Military 
Affairs Committee of the Senate., and 
whose term expired with the close of 
the last Congress, was particularly 
active In the effort to have Gen. Hall 
Included in the new kaw. The Ken¬ 
tuckian Is the father-in-law of Gon. 
Hall, who was a cadet from Missouri 
at the W f e»t Point Military Academy 
during the Civil War, and who saw 
hard servioe on the frontier during the 
years of the Indikin troubles, in which 
be distinguished himself. Under a prob¬ 
able Interpretation of the law Gen. 
Hall might be entitled to retire as a 
Major General be a use of his service 
at West Point during the Civil War, 
but his friends state that he has no 
idea of taking advantage of this possi¬ 
ble privilege. He has been connected 
with the Adjutant General's deport- 
'ment for many years, and is now' Gen. 
Ainsworth’s chief assistant. Gen. Hall 
has a brother who, w'hlle representing 
a Missouri district In Congress, en¬ 
livened the proceedings of the House 
one dull day by hurling an inkstand nt 
•the head of the late Col. W. C. P. 
Breckinridge. He took the Cleveland 
end of the fight In 1894. and soon 
thereafter completely disappeared from 
politics In Missouri. Prior to that he 
had been one of the most Influential 
men of the House.

Washington, March 17. — [Spe¬ 
cial.]—"New Zealand and its Govern¬ 
ment" was the theme of an addrers 
delivered by the Rev. Alexander Kent 
to the members of the Secular League 
to-night. 

Prior to Dr. Kent's discourse. Dr. 
William A. Croffutt spoke of the visit 
of New* York clergymen to the White 
House last w-eek. and of their Inform¬ 
ing the President of the decline of re¬ 
ligion and tho rise of athelam In that 
city, and enlisting his aid. Dr. Crof¬ 
futt stated he was glad the people of 
New York were getting rid of some of 
their Irrational ideas, but he said that 
It was probably due to the falling off 
of the church revenues that bothered 
the reverend gentlemen more than tho 
salvation of souls.

I am glad the President has 
a thousand times more confidence In 
himself than he has In the Almighty, 
and I think we may be duly grateful 
that we have a man who can accom¬ 
plish anything with a frown or a 
proclamation. The President, I have 
no doubt, will issue a special message 
on the subject, and remedy the trouble 
and re-establish religion in New York 
to its proper place."

INDIANS CLING TO 

TRIBAL LANGUAGE. 

[Muskogee Correspondence Kansas City 
Journal.] 

The Euche Indkins, 600 In number, who 
live In a remote part of the Creek na¬ 
tion. cling to their own language and 
marry principally Among their own tribe. 
After being conquered and absorbed by 
the Creek Indians more than 200 years 
ago. In some cases a Euche may mArry 
a Creek, and the children will speak to 
the father In the Euche language and 
to the mother In Creek. 

Noah Gregory, a well known Euche In¬ 
dian, In recalling some of these circum¬ 
stances. says he can remember when hlg 
father used to punish him for talking 
Creek at home. The Creeks conquered the 
Euches In Alabarnn so many years ago 
that the story is only tradition, the tatter 
being given the full rights and privileges 
of the Creek cltlsons. Most of the tribe 
are full bloods owing to the fact that they 
marry pr'ndpttlly among themselves The 
district In which they live is In the moun¬ 
tainous region of the Creek nation, which 
lies between Wcelocha and a point south¬ 
west of Bristow. J

THAW’S ESCAPADES AT SCHOOL 
DESCRIBED BY TEACHERS. 


Delmas Rules Defense and Will Not 
Cross-Examine Jerome’s 
Experts. 


New York. March 17. — Harry K. 
Thaw spent a quiet Sunday in the 
Tombs. This afternoon Lawyer Dm 
O'Reilly visited Thaw, and helped him 
prepare In duplicate a y^ttement rent 
by Llewellyn Gilliland.™f Vanwert, 
O.. In which the latter denounces as an 
Injustice the stories which he says 
were rent out last summer from NVoOg. 
ter. O.. where Thaw and h° were 
schoolmates at the Wooster University. 

As Mr. O’Reilly was leaving the 
Tombs he gave copies of the state¬ 
ment smt out hy Mr. Gilliland, who 
rlgned a note to the effect that the In¬ 
terview was authentic. 

Mr. Gilliland says 

"The college escapades of a man 
whose Ufe Is resrarced as a success 
ire looked uprn hy t.ie world as good 
Jokes; let that same man afterward 
fall from grace, and these Mme pranks 
ire regarded as crimes, and thus It Is 
f hat the escapades of Marry Thaw, 
who is now on trial i n New York City 


for the slaying of Stanford White last 
summer on the roof of that noted 
architect's most famous structure, are 
being depicted as criminal, nnd that 
Thaw'8 career ta such was begun 
while a lad in knee trousers In hl» 
early college days at Wooster, O.” 

Mr. Gilliland then at considerable 
length reviews Thaw’s school life, 
pointing out that Thaw Is charged 
with many pranks he nwer partici¬ 
pated tn. and that, as a matter of 
fact, the prisoner’s Ufe at Wooster was 
In every way praiseworthy. 

It is now said to be definitely settled 
by the lawyers defending Thaw that 
there will be no cross-examination of 
the six experts retained by the State, 
all of whom pronounced as their opin. 
ion that Thaw’s sanity when he killed 
Stanford White wns established be¬ 
yond question by the facta presented 
to them In the^Distrlct Attorney’s hy¬ 
pothetical question. 

This announcement was generally re¬ 
garded as a yletory for Delphtn M. 
Delmas, the one lawyer for Thaw 
who, It Is said. Insisted from the first 
that Jerome’s rxperts should not b« 
questioned at nil by the defense.

Saturday Evening. March 16. — To¬ 
night's prices of New York stocks, com¬ 
pared with tho^e-jfrt the close of last 
wee«, show that m the active Issues for¬ 
ty-one advanced, forty-eight declined and 
eight remained steady. But these 
changes tlo not reflect, except In some 
Instances, tho panicky conditions that 
prevailed on the Stock Exchange during 
the sessions of Wednesday and Thurs¬ 
day. On Wednesday twenty active rail¬ 
way stocks declined 5.OK and on Thurs¬ 
day 7.81. On Wednesday twelve indus¬ 
trials declined 3.41, and on Thursday 
6.10. However, on yesterday and to-day 
prices advanced almost as | fast as they 
declined on Wednesday and Thursday, 
and the net results show advances und 
declines nearly equally divided. Union 
Pacific and Reading of the railroads and 
Copper of the Industrials show the great¬ 
est net louses on tho week’s movement. 
Union Pacific leading with 13!* points. 
Reading lost 12%. and Copper 6%. Au¬ 
thorities on such matters appear to be 
unable to agree as to the cause or causes 
that produced tho violent declined They 
more nearly agree that they were unwar¬ 
ranted, and subsequent developments 
tend to prove that this Is true. William 
Rockefeller, of tho Standard Oil Inter¬ 
est, said th/it the groat decline whh a 
mystery to him. and many writers huve 
denominated ll as “the mysterious puti- 
io." Friday's session of the New York 
Stock Exchange closed with cheering be¬ 
cause not a single failure had been an¬ 
nounced, and such a crisis as it has had 
without failures Is without a precedent 
In Its history. This gives color to the 
theory of some that the market Is under¬ 
going a “rich men's panic;" for. If th« 
lambs wer<| being sheared, there woutd 
have been failures by tho scare. Losses 
seem to be falling on the rich, who rig¬ 
ged tho market last summer and fall with 
the hopes that the public would be en¬ 
trapped into taking securities at inflated 
prices. Wire houses wore unanimous 
that tho public were buying at the low 
figures of Wednesday and Thursdny. The 
money situation was helped by the de¬ 
cline In securities, and the weekly bank 
statement shows an increase In reserves. 

The wheat markets opened the week 
firm to a shade higher, and became strong 
on account of reported damage to South 
western fields by the “green bug." Later 
fn the week weakness developed on as¬ 
surances that tho ruins would probably 
kill the bug or interrupt Its work, and 
that. In fact. Us depredations were not 
as great ns at first feared and reported, 
and on heavily Increased receipts at pri¬ 
mary points on account of the Improved 
transportation facilities. Corn and oats 
were easier, being affected by increased 
receipts. Cotton, which was weaker at 
the opening, because of heavier receipts, 
strength'‘ninl toward tho end of the week 
on Improved demand. 

Tho general business situation looks 
bright. Possibly there has been some 
contraction in a few lines of trade. Per¬ 
haps new orders are not coming In to the 
extent they did a short time ago, but 
the business world Is as busy as It well 
can be. Llttlo basis for pessimism is 
found In tho Iron and steel trade or the 
textile Industry. Dun's Review says this 
week that commercial and manufacturing 
activities exjwuid regardless of the se¬ 
vere shrinkage In market values of se¬ 
curities. Gross earnings of railways in 
tho first week of March were 8.2 per 
oent larger than in 1906. Biink exchanges 
at New York for the wock wore 19.3 per 
cent. larger than a year ago, whilo at 
Other leading cities there was an average 
gain of 14.4 per cent. As to the future, 
much will depend upon tita crops. If we 
experience another year of Agricultural 
wealth. It Is doubtful If anything can 
check further business expansion. 

Business In Louisville suffered this 
week by reason of the strike, but yester¬ 
day and to-day witnessed a revival, and 
prospects aro flattering for the next few 
weeks Bank clearings this week were 
over a quarter million larger than a year 
ago. The demand for money is strong, 
and all available funds find ready em¬ 
ployment.

Elections In the Philippines. 

Interest is felt In the forthcoming 
meeting of the Philippine Legislative 
Assembly, which will occur next Sep¬ 
tember. The elections for this body 
will be held on July 30. 

The Assembly Is calculated on the 
basis of one delegate for 90,000 of pop¬ 
ulation. The first body will consist of 
eighty-one members, and the number 
will be Increased to a total of 100. 
After this year the elections for the 
Assembly will be held on the Tuesday 
after the first Monday in November in 
the years that end in An odd number, 
that is, in the years wh*n we have no 
feongresslomti elections In the United 
States. 

The need of restricting the suffrage 
in the Philippines may be admitted, but 
tho regulations for bestowing It ore 
In some respects peculiar. AH voters 
must be male citizens, twenty-three 
years of age, against which nothing 
need be said. But, In addftion, they 
arc restricted to three classes; Those 
who held office under the Spanish 
Government prior to August 13, 1898; 
those who own real estate valued at 
800 pesos, or pay thirty pesos a year 
In taxes; and those who read, write 
and speak Spanish or English. This 
excludes all the poor native* except 
those who know a foreign language. 
Besides, persons aro excluded from 
suffrage who have violated the oath of 
allegiance, have taken up arms against 
the United States since May 1, 1901; 
who have been under tho sentence of 
court# of competent Jurisdiction, or 
who have failed to pay taxes since 
1893. Under such rules the number of 
voters will be greatly reduced. 

The powers of the Assembly will, 
j howe-ver, attract more attention than 
the qualifications of voters. If will be 
a lower legislative chamber, While the 
Philippine Coirnniasion will act as a 
Senate. It will, therefore, be unable 
to perfect any legislation except what 
meets the views of the commission, but 
apparently it can prevent legislation to 
which it objects. 

At the July elections Provincial Gov¬ 
ernors and Municipal Presidents and 
Vice Presidents will be chosen for two 
years, and Municipal Councillors for 
four years*.

The Indomitable Launched. 

The great British warship tho "In¬ 
domitable" has now been launched, but 
the Injunction of secrecy with regard to 
It has not been removed. It is not even 
said whether the new naval construc¬ 
tion is a battleship or a cruiser. This 
persistent reticence with reference to 
the matter Is one of the most singular 
phases of the building of this new ves¬ 
sel, but It Is hard to see what will be 
accomplished by it except to pique pop¬ 
ular curiosity. 

The "Indomitable" Is held out as the 
largest warship ever constructed for 
the British navy, if not the most pow¬ 
erful on the multitudinous seas. Other 
nations, our own included, are hasten¬ 
ing to provide themselves with float¬ 
ing monsters that will be able to meet 
this new engine of wrath, which may 
possibly become an antagonist. This 
work Is to go ln spite of tho fact that 
the "Indomitable" is supposed to be a 
great mystery in almost every respect. 
In one matter, however, the British 
public are frankly taken Into the con¬ 
fidence of the Admiralty. They are told 
that they must pay nearly nine mil¬ 
lions of dollars for this new vessel, 
and to this they have fully made up 
their minds. As for all the rest the 
policy of silence has been pursued, pre¬ 
sumably that other nations may not 
be able to construct a warship that will 
be able to fight the "Indomitable." 
Other coun^^-. however, are making 
arrangements to build vessels as pow¬ 
erful as ths British destroyer, although 
-they are presumed not to know how 
formidable the vessel may be. 

The construction of a great ship Is 
something of which a good many peo¬ 
ple must have knowledge more or less 
exact. More than one, perhaps more 
than a hundred, must see the plans and 
specifications, and must be consulted 
as to details. When these are ail set¬ 
tled. various engineers and hundreds of 
workmen are charged with carrying 
them Into execution, and many of these 
will shortly enter Into the seivlce of

He would have shown himself antag¬ 
onistic to the fine sentiment of Justice 
Brewer: 

“We often hear the declaration that 
something more than a knowledge 
the law Is necessary for a successful 
Judge; that he should be endowed with 
the spirit of constructive statesmanship. 
By this and other ways there Is ex¬ 
pressed the thought that the new condi¬ 
tions of life call upon the court to give 
a new and different meaning to the lan¬ 
guage of the Constitution, a meaning 
larger and broader than that which, ac¬ 
cording to the rule so clearly stated by 
Chief Justice Marshall, was the mean¬ 
ing of the framers of the Constitution 
and the founders of the Government. • • 

*‘I know that there are changed condi¬ 
tions and a different social and business 
life from that which obtained when the 
Constitution was framed. It may be that 
new laws are necessary, possibly amend¬ 
ments to the Constitution, but It must 
always be remembered that this Is a 
Government of and by the people, and if 
additions and changes are necessary, let 
them be made ln the appointed way.

BACKWATER IN LENTZ CREEK. 


Hundreds of people, scores of them be¬ 
ing strangers, strolled the streets of Jef¬ 
fersonville yesterday looking for high wa¬ 
ter, and many showed they were disap¬ 
pointed In not finding a good part of the 
city flooded. Up to last night there was 
no water inside the city limits and every¬ 
thing appeared snug and safe. Late Last 
evening the sewer gates were sealed until 
water tight. The people ore satisfied they 
will not be drowned out and there are 
few who exhibit any sign of fear. Front 
at root was crowded from early In the day 
until dark last night with sightseers, but 
there was little to look at. The water 
lacks several feet of being up to the curb¬ 
ing and lia-s not yet reached the roadway 
on Front street. 

The ferryboat la landing at the foot of 
Spring street, but the apron of the dock 
is barely touching Front street. The coal 
men are still able to get into their land¬ 
ings and their business continues without 
interruption. An old float that belonged 
to Jttrues K. Burke, which was damaged 
and left aground during the January high 
water, has been wrecked and the shanty 
that was attached to It Is afloat. The 
atoanvers Falls City and City or Jeffer¬ 
sonville have been tied up below the Big 
Four bridge. At Lite coal harbors the hun¬ 
dreds of boats and barges are safe, and 
Cite only fear entertained for them is that 
some or them may be grounded by a rap¬ 
idly falling river. 

For the present work on the barricade 
at the railroad fill In Clarksville has 
ceased, but a force of men remained on 
duty yesterday to be present if needed, 
tt^ck of The bulkhead that was built Sat¬ 
urday hundreds of sandbags have been 
piled up. and on top of these day has 
been thrown. The utmost security is felt 
for the ability of the All to hold back 
the water, which licks several feet of 
being up to the bulkhead. North of the 
Pittsburg, Cincinnati, Chicago and St. 
Louis railway track at the Junction there 
l*r a so a of waiter that extends east to¬ 
ward Jeffersonville for nearly a mile. 

There Is within a foot of os much prater 
at the Junction, north of the tracks, us 
there was in January, but It was allowed 
to accumulate there purposely before the 
flood gate was closed down, so that U 
would form a brace or retaining wail for 
the north skle of the railroad fill. It being 
the theory tlvat it would strengthen the 
embankment and prevent danger from ii 
sudden collapse. As soon as the water be¬ 
gins to look dangerous the Pennsylvania 
Lines will have plenty of men on hand to 
fight It, and If necessary the Inmates of 
tlie Indiana Reformatory will bo token 
•ut to help In the work. 

At Utica yesterday a number of people 
Who were throatetiod by the back water 
from I*>ntz creek moved out of their 
homed, but otltcrwise there was little ex¬ 
citement. The people are being kepi post¬ 
ed by telephone as to what the condi¬ 
tions up the river are, and they are satis¬ 
fied that the flood of a few woeks ago 
will not be reached. There Is little to do 
in Utica when the water comes up but to 
move, as there is no protection of any 
kind in the way of barriers or dikes. As 
long as the men can keep at work in the 
quarries on the Kentucky aide little dan¬ 
ger U feared in the town. 

DIFFERENCE IN STANDARDS. 

Indiana's Ice Cream Will Not Come 
Up To Pure Food Law. 

Ice cream manufacturers in Jefferson- 
vlllo and other parts of Indiana from now 
on will be subject to rigid pure food rules, 
and there will bo frequent visits from in¬ 
spectors whose duties R Will be to see that 
the laws are carried out. This, however, 
does not mean that any particular com- 

S laint exists against th© Jeffersonville 
eah-ra, but the law will be applied ail 
over the State. The State Board or Health 
bus fixed a standard of purity for ice 
cream, and it Is now In effect. Tills Is 
not exactly the same as the standard 
fixed by the Federal authorities and is 
not quite so rigid. The Indiana standard 
permit* of die use of a small amount of 
gelatine and Axes the amount of butter 
fat at 8 per cent. Instead of 14, as the Fed¬ 
eral rules .stipulate. 

The Indiana Btate Board of Health has 
issued a circular in which It says ice 
orenni is a frozen product containing 8 
per cent, of butter fat and 18 per cent, of 
milk solids, with addition of sugar and 
with or without natural flavoring, and not 
to exceed seven-tenths of 1 per cent, of 
gelatine. Fruits, nuts, candled and pre¬ 
served fruits had nuts, chocolate and 
Other similar products are tp be classed 
os flavorings, q.nd lco cream containing 
such Ingredients Is to pass inspection as 
pum. In case the product differs from the 
standard it Is not to be called pure, but 
this wfll not prevent its manufacture and 
•ale. To accomplish this each package 
•old will nave to be labeled so It wilt be 
■liow n what 1/t contains.

Experienced By New Albany People 
In Regard To Flood. 

The flood situation In New Albany ex¬ 
cited considerable uneasiness among tho 
people living in the districts subject to 
overflow, and all of yesterday was oc- 
cup.ed by families moving out of their 
houses in anticipation of the water reach¬ 
ing their houses. During the day the 
rise was not at all rapid, being less than 
three-quarters of an Inch an hour, but 
their experiences were so unpleasant six¬ 
ty days ago that they would not wait 
Until tho last minute before moving. For¬ 
tunately the weather was balmy and 
springlike and non© of the distressing 
scenes of January were witnessed. 

E. P Allen, superintendent of the Met¬ 
ropolitan Life Insurance Company, at 
New Albany, who had recently purchased 
property on Pearl street, was the first 
to volunteer a place of refugu for the 
flood sufferers and the building was 
speedily filled with horrueless people.

OoO.OOO Ln values. That such an enormous 
shrinkage could take place wrtthin the 
comparatively short period of six mouths 
without causing & single failure of con.se 
queuoe la emphatic proof of general 
soundness In the situation. These losses 
were often chiefly on paper, and fell with 
greatest heaviness upon rich holders or 
largo operators, who were abundantly 
able to meet them. Fortunately the specu¬ 
lative public suffered comparatively little. 
It Is perhaps premature to say that lb 
quiduUon has entirely exhausted Itself. 
Jfet many of the Influences depressing the 
market have been amply discounted, and 
some of them should soon begin to moder¬ 
ate if not disuppear altogether. In all 
probability the worst of the strain upon 
the money market will soon be over. It 
is true Uiai bank reserves are uncom¬ 
fortably low; many banks still being be¬ 
low tho legal limit. Quit© likely very 
stringent nates may be witnessed between 
now and the 1st of April: for Western 
banks have been carrying large balances 
aero to take ud.van.uige of lugh Interest 
rates, and these sums must now be with¬ 
drawn to Intel the exceptional Interior de- 
manda which always assert themselves ai 
this season. Then again, some unusual 
negotiations have to be financed at tins 
time, and interest and dividend disburse¬ 
ments often cause temporary stringency. 
Much dependence has been placed upon 
gold imports for relief In case of neces¬ 
sity, since wo are in a position to ooin- 
uwuid gold if we must; but our Interna¬ 
tional bankers are not overanxious to lake 
gold from abroad against th© will of for¬ 
eign holders, for the reason that they 
must look to London, Berlin, Paris, etc., 
for the placing of forthcoming secufrty 
Issues; and it would be poor policy to tn- 
terisay the prejudice which already ex- 
s Mil' - of tho Ameri¬ 
can financial methods. 1 su>^methods, be¬ 
cause it Is ugalnst these more ilutn our 
securities that foreign criticisms are di¬ 
rected. Whatever our foreign friends may 
say about American "high finance" they 
have no cause ror complaint regarding 
American Investments, which have proved 
more profitable and substantial than those 
mode m any other portion of the World. 
There is no doubt but that as soon as we 
demo ri»trale our earnestness of purpose 
In corporation and railroad reform. Unit 
American stocks and bonds will sell on a 
permanently higher level In all the Eu¬ 
ropean markets, simply as a mark of In¬ 
creased confidence.

Railroad Bugbear. 


A groat deal of uneasiness now exists 
regarding prospective railroad legislation. 
The bulk of tho decline in securities *lnv© 
last summer ha* been solely due to natu 
rol and economic causes, which have bet-n 
repeatedly explained in the*© advice*. Mr. 
Roosevelt, however. 1* receiving u great 
deal more blarne for present conditions In 
the market than he Is really enilUed to. 
Of course, th© mere proposal from such a 
source of legislation vitally affecting rail¬ 
road management Is unsettling. Yet thes© 
proposed reforms woukl have been neither 
possible nor probable had It not been for 
post mlsile^da Th© responsibility should, 
thorofore, be placed upon the authors of 
tlie latter and not upon those who are 
taking the Initiative in placing American 
railroads and corporations upon a higher 
plane and beyond criticism. Very likely 
Mr. Roosevelt Is not bo radical as ho 
mxjiius; and by discussions with our rep¬ 
resentative railroad managers It seems 
certain that he will suggest legislation 
fair to tho railroads and satisfantory to 
public opinion. Something must b© don© 
to conciliate th© latter; some larger Gov¬ 
ernment control of these powerful cor¬ 
porations 1* Inevitable; and it seems far 
wiser to :tssU»t tlie President in devising 
sane general measures titan to face tlie 
radicalism and confusion that would be 
inevitable If the question wore left to the 
hostile attorka of all our State 
tures, no two of which w'ould agree It la 
u welcome sign, therefore, to see that a 
number of our*ablest practical railroad 
men are going to confer w*^h the Provi¬ 
dent. The result, lit Is to be hoped, will 
mark a new* and better era In American 
railroad affairs; failure in this wished- 
for result will certainly give a tremendous 
Impetus to Government ownership, and 
that would lnVolre us in a train of evils 
vastly worse than those wo seek to es¬ 
cape.

CASSATT’S FORTUNE. 


rLlfel 

After President Cassatt of the Penn¬ 
sylvania railroad died, there wai a re¬ 
port that he had left a fortune of eighty 
or ninety millions. Probably he could 
have left such a fortune If he had be¬ 
stowed hla mind on the making of It. 
for ho Had extraordinary opportunities 
to get money. But later and more credi¬ 
ble Information put tho value of his es¬ 
tate at about flvo million dollars. He 
probably had all of that when lie became 
president of the Pennsylvania rnllrokd. 
and that he did not have more implies 
that In tho later years of his life he paid 
very little attention to filling his own 
pockets. 

U is rather a relief to find that Mr. 
Cassatt wn content with an ample for¬ 
tune and did not concern himself to 
make it a huge one, because he was a 
man whose character and career are so 
consoling to so many observers that it 
is pleasanter to feel that for the great 
work of the last years of his life he 
did not take his pay in dollars. When 
Frank Thompson died unexpectedly, and 
Mr. Cassatt was summoned to bo presi¬ 
dent of tho ' Pennsylvania, he was sixty 
years old. and Imd good health, a suffi¬ 
cient iortune and was enjoying life. Ho 
obeyed the summons from a gallant sense 
of obligation. It was known at the time 
that lie recognized tliat the work would 
kill him before his time, but lie had the 
training and tho capacity for it. and when 
it cailtxl to him, the soldier in him could 
not turn away. Ho took the Job, and a 
tremendous Job It proved to be. He ad¬ 
ministered It wftfi splendid courage, with 
great ability and with a high and hon¬ 
orable Integrity which those who know 
the most nbout his standards, his labors 
ami the difficulties he faced can best ap¬ 
preciate. He died heforo hi* time, as he 
had anticipated.

Like his American brother, the Cuban 
rooter has little love for the umpire. The 
official is the target for all sorts of un¬ 
complimentary remarks.

Band Ido." which is pure Cas¬ 
tilian for unprincipled highwayman or 
plain thief. 

And it is not only the umpire that 
comes in for a roasting.

Thn mnmi- 
gr-rs think northing af running out on the 
field nnd Jawing the nv-n out there. It Ls 
part of the game ns it is played here 

The Cuban* are hard hitters, fine field¬ 
ers, magnificent throw^era nnd mpeedy 
runners. But they lock nbilky to piny 
liwskle biUi and think luird at tlve tin.o 
they are playing Team work is not 
kn-ow-n. They are individual stars, nnd 
do not pull together. That la principally 
because of the showrer of silver and 
cigars that the popuktr player receives, 
for each man Is arriving all the time to 
gain this reward. 

Tho men are never troubled wMth sore 
arms down In this country of continual 
sunshine, and nciturally they are won¬ 
ders at throwring. Many a league btar 
wnrmJd give anything to possess the arms 
that hang on the*e Cubans. The ball 
simply whizzes across the field and tliey 
nev©r throw easily, but always at top 
fore*.

Are Natural Hitters. 

They are natural hitters and fielder* 
and In that line t*Ye as good as any Na- 
rtonul and American lx*>ague team, in¬ 
deed, they have beaten ail the big ieagu* 
teams that hove com* down here. But 
their luck of kmrwledge of ths fine points 
of tho game would make they easy for 
such a team a* tho Sox or Cubs In a 
long season’* play. Then, too, they aro 
easily discouraged, and are inclined to 
quk when things are going against them. 

The league hangs up a prize each year 
for the champion batter, and there Is 
groat Hvwiry for it. Only native Cubans 
are eligible, players from the States be¬ 
ing barivd. This competition serve* to 
kettp tho loader* orderly an the field, too, 
for if a man is fined twice during thu 
season R bars him from this competition. 

A* ;t whole, baseball is thriving in Cuba, 
and if the teams could get the idea of 
team work they would compare favorably 
with any team In the United States.

"The Ohio river will be the grixitest 
feeder for tho 1'A.mvma canal in this coun¬ 
try." declared Gen. John L. Vance, of Oo- 
lutnbufl. Ohio, president of the Ohio River 
Valley Improvement Association, ut the 
Riggs Houoi-. "It run* thraugh the larg¬ 
est manufacturing territory In the United 
States. Beginning with Pittsburg, which 
last year shipped 130.000.UUO ton* of a m- 
modHles, Vt takes in Steubenville, Ohio, 
whose output was 13.OUU.000 tons; Evans 
ville, CtooinMitJ, and a dozen or more 
other big shipping ports. 

‘‘Evansville Is the largest wood-working 
community in Cho world. When the Pan¬ 
ama canal is completed It will bo pos¬ 
sible to ship coal, iron ami other products 
from any point on the Ohio river to oil 
the Pacific Coast ports or to China and 
Japan, or other points in Asia without 
transfer. Of course, there are parts of

Speaking of politics in Oldo, Gen. Vance 
said: "The breach is widening among 
the factions of the Republican party. Taft 
has never token any decided stand with 
either faction, but Foraker is popular, 
and it will not be known for some time 
to come whridh of these two men can 
command tho OhJo delegation In the next 
Republican Nations! Convention. There 
is a belief in Ohio that Bryan will be the 
nominee of tho Democrats, but personally 
I doubt If he could be elected If nomi¬ 
nated. He wouM have stood an excellent 
chance had he not come out with such 
radical views at a time when it looked 
as if lie had the whole country at his 
feet." 

Gen. Vance was formerly a member of 
Congress from Ohio and served In tlie 
Union army during the war.

Chicago, March 17.—[Special.]—It was the 
‘'green bug" against tne world In wheat 
market of the past week, and the Insect 
lost In the end. Few two days the Texas 
and Oklahoma destroyer made a bold 
stand, bucked by a sensitive trade, but 
when Friday come there were doubts o*f 
the prowess of the bug and the last cur¬ 
rent argument for the bulls was gone. 
Naturally, with the elements array* d ad¬ 
versely, prices went tumbling and the ad¬ 
vance of the week bofore was swept 
away. 

It was a fitful market ail week. Be¬ 
fore the noon hour Monday tales of the 
green bug sent prices up beyond the close 
Saturday. Then canto U*e Government 
roport which made the farm reserves 
U/ 7 , 000,000 bushels, or tho largest on rec¬ 
ord for this time of year. At first blu*h 
there were two views of the estimate, 
tlrst it was probably too large; second, 
in view of the enlarging home consump¬ 
tion and the possibilities of the Russian 
situation, there was little in it to aUl 
the boars. It had a depressing effect nev¬ 
ertheless. 

Then came tho ooUapse of stacks for 
t/w© days In succession in Wall street. 
Such a sensation could not help having 
its sentimental effeot on Che grain mar¬ 
kets of the world, although the comservo^ 
Hive element remembered that tho under¬ 
lying financial axui industrial situation 
is sound and that there need not be any¬ 
thingin the Wall street gyration* to un- 
derrnbie permanently the values of L-e 
cereals. Hp.ppdJy that einlster influence 
was eliminated Friday.

Wheat Just Rolls In. 


There was enough in the grain statis¬ 
tics alone to give Lite bulls a week of 
the blues. Wheat was rolling out of 
Argontxrui. at n nato which tnreate-nt<l 
to supply Europe for weeks to come. 
In tills country, at western points, tne 
movement wus very largo-large enough, 
in foot, to give an appearance of con¬ 
firmation to the figures of the Govein- 
ment on farm reserves. 

Tho last strnw for the advocates of 
imintained or advancing values consist¬ 
ed of the general discrediting of the dam- 
ugo sakl to have boen done by the gieen 
l>ug to wheat In Oklahoma and Kansas. 
Latetft expert scrutiny developed the foci 
tlttLt, wldlc tiho situation in Texas seems 
to be really very serious, there is as yet 
nothing to be alarmed about regarding 
the Kansas Hekla May wheat lost l%c 
and July lost l'^c, 

Even on the lieavy doclinee of Yankee 
wheat live no wvls a disappointing demand 
for it from foreign buyers. Their aloof¬ 
ness was due in large port to the prodi- 
gol way In which Argentina was slipping 
groin an excellent Quality. The total 
movement from there for the week was 
4 . 7 HO.UUO bushels, which compares wvth 
3 , 100,000 bualvols the corresponding 
week a year ago. Meantime the clear¬ 
ances from the United States and Canada 
were only' 2,080,000 bushels—a. pace which 
must be greatly exceeded If there is to 
be hope of disposing of our surplus at 
current values. This, of course, assuming 
that there will not be an American crop 
dsustof. 

Holders of wheat cast up the accounts, 
ohuerved live undimlnishing mountain of 
gmin in Chicago elevators, grow tired 
waiting for a favorable outlook and un¬ 
loaded wheat on the declining market. 
For the present Europe can sit com¬ 
placently hack, accept the offers from Ar¬ 
gentina and hold them as a club over 
Uo&lud States and Canada,

But the campaign for higher prices Is 
not necessarily over. There is still plenty 
of chance for injury to the home fields— 
an Injury that might moke the 207,000.000 
bushels reserve look small. Crop dam¬ 
age reports of increasing positiveness 
are coming from Germany and Spain, 
where unusually cold weather Is believed 
to have hurt growing wheat. From In¬ 
dia there are cables of a wet and gloomy 
harvest outlook in the Important pro¬ 
ducing districts. 

Primary receipt* run far ahead of those 
of & year ago for each day. With favor¬ 
able moving weather, a clearer car situ- 
tion. with the chances apparently against 
the bulls, the movement In the West and 
Northwest bids fair to continue heavy 
until the stress of farm work brings an 
interrupt Ion. 

The Department of Agriculture advises 
that a period of warm weather will oblit¬ 
erate the Texas invader, but that If cool¬ 
ness and storms should prevail the bug 
would be likely to go afar North, as It 
did on a previous visitation. 

In the Hour trade a better feeling was 
observed at nearly all important centers. 
Northwestern mills are running more 
colsely to thefr capacity. Export busi¬ 
ness. however, continues Inconsequential. 
\ • * 

Cora Suffers From Slump. 


Com suffered more from the stock 
slump than from the reserve figures, 
Which are placed at 1.298.000.000 bushels 
out of a total crop of 2,927.000.000 bush¬ 
els. This estimate indicates a four- 
months' consumption of 1.629,000.000 
bushels. compared with 1.699.000,000 
buahelfl for the first four months of the 
preceding A*op year. With consumption 
proceeding on an unprecedented scale, 
due to big prices for hogs, the quantity 
remaining to be disposed of Is not enough 
larger than last y«*ar to suggest a widely 
different course of the market. Last 
June cash com here brought as high as 
6l*4c. and was still worth 61c in Au¬ 
gust despite an outlook for a record 
yield. Stocks at terminal points are not 
large, betng about 3.000.006 bushels less 
than a year ago. The net loss for May 
com was 2%c here. July lost l%e. 

There was much selling of oats on ac¬ 
count Of the Government estimate mak¬ 
ing the reserve larger than a year ago, 
the stock slump and other depressing In¬ 
fluences affecting all tho cereal list. 
Strong interests were unloading, accord¬ 
ing to the trade view. An influential ele¬ 
ment discredits the Government figures 
on reserve, and challenges the trade to 
wait a vindication of Its conviction. Large 
cash sales at premiums over May are be¬ 
ing made. The demand from the East 

C robably will conttnue good because of 
he scarcity of food supplies there, but 
apparently the export demand needs 
greater Impetus than is involved In for¬ 
eign crop reports. The trend of the week 
Is Indicated in that Mny oats lost 2*S»c 
and the July 114c. Shippers are still 
handicapped by railroad limitations. 

Bearishness in the provisions market 
continues to manifest Itself. Receipts of 
hogs have been large enough to give basi9 
for nn expectation of lower prices for 
product, but stocks are not large. The 
Consumptive trade Is fair, hut stocks of 
meat at Western centers are increasing. 
May pork fell from $16.50 to $15.75. and 
July from $16.67H to $15.90, May lard 
tumbled from $9.5214 to $9 and July 
from $9.60 to $9 07%. Hng prices dwin¬ 
dled steadily to around $6.75. the lowest 
level for two months. Th^re seems to be 
a general feeling In the stockyards that 
the bottom in hog prices has not yet 
been reached. Good prices for cattle 
were maintained, the demand from out¬ 
side buyers being remarkably strong. Be¬ 
lief Is general that prices will yield little 
during the season.

Lexington, Ky.. Mxrch 17.—[Special.]—A 
new source of production was added to 
the Kentucky oil field this week by the 
completion of a pipe line to die new 
Clinton county oil field, in Southeastern 
Kentucky. A small pipe line has been ex. 
tended out from the main Cumberland 
pipe line, which passes through Clinton 
county, and a number of recently drilled 
wells have been connected up. For some 
time several wells have been pumped and 
an accumulation of oil is being disposed 
of. tih.i oil having been stored In tanks 
until the completion of the pipe line. 

Tho pipe line which extends from the 
main line, in Wayne county, to the Cum¬ 
berland county field, passes through Clin¬ 
ton county, and die connecting up of the 
development In Clinton called for a com¬ 
paratively small outlay. The establish¬ 
ment of a market for the product will 
greatly stimulate developments. Already 
a new company, composed of Albany. Ky., 
men, has entered the field, and new w**4ls 
will be started at once. The New Domain 
Oil and Gas Company is conducting op¬ 
erations and owns the production which 
has been developed. Like the wells in the 
bordering Wayne enunty fields Clinton 
county wells are shallow. 

In eleven counties of Kentucky oil is 
now being produced and purchased. 
Wayne county, with six distinct develop¬ 
ments, leads in production, over half die 
aggregate output being credited to that 
county. Wolfe county ranks second to 
Way ns In production, while the Rugloni 
field of Bath and Rowan counties pro¬ 
duces the third largest amount of oil. 
The production of oil in the Cumberland, 
Knox. Whitley, Barren, Estlll. Floyd and 
Knott fields Is small. On dm Tennessee 
aide Ferurisa county Is the only field 
which 1 ms produced oil in marketable 
quantities.

Prices Advance Again. 


The feature of interest during the past 
few days was the second advance In crude 
oil prices, two tents per barrel being 
added to each of the Kentucky grades. 
Under the m-w prices the better grade 
commands eighty-nine cents and the in¬ 
ferior grade sux'.y-two cents. The ultimate 
result of tlie advancing prices will be to 
Increase the number of rigs In search of 
oil. The rtrtft advance stimulated Inter¬ 
est In drilling, and the Impetus given de¬ 
velopments by the additional ad%mnce will 
soon be felt in an increase of the drilling 
force. 

H«-milts from field work for the paat 
week are light. An increase in the number 
of rigs ban been made lately, but in only 
two fields. Wolfe and Wayne counties, are 
operations on a considerable scale being 
conducted. In several of the smaller fields 
strikes are occasionally made and servo 
to keep up Interest In developments, and 
the coming In of a well occasionally In 
developments apart from the main work 
creates rv*w centers of interest. Two 
strikes in Wayne couruty during the week 
are of email capacity. One completion In 
Wolfe constitutes the results la Upper 
Kentucky. 

In the "wildcat" field of Scott county 
the Indian Refining Company Is drilling 
another test. No other work is now under 
way In that county. The refining company 
Is now paying ntnety-two cents per barrel 
for the better grade oil. In Eastern Ken¬ 
tucky two or three test holes are being 
drilled. In Menifee county two rigs are 
•it work in the search for new gas terri¬ 
tory' and a great deal of new territory 
hits h<H'n added to the first development. 
In Wolfe county gas is also being devel¬ 
oped. a p«xJ of some consequence al¬ 
ready furnishing gas In goid quantities. 

RENEWED ACTIVITY 

Will Be Given Oil Industry By In¬ 
creased Price. 

Toledo, O., March 17.—[Special.]—The 
most pleasing incidents for some time in 
the various oil regions were the advances 
In the price of crude oil. The recent ap¬ 
preciation in the price of crude will be 
far-reaching, as It places a higher value 
on all grade.-* and in all fletda The owner 
of small wells in the Eastern fields will 
be prospered 1.0 the extent of his nroduc- 
tion Instead of pulling out the old pro¬ 
ducer that produced but a small fraction 
of a barrel and relegwtlng the material 
and machinery to the junk pile, it will be 
mode, if possible, to Increase its produc¬ 
tion and over many an old hole a new 
derrick will bo erected and It will be 
cloune.i ou4 and given another triAl. 

Localities that were known to be ca¬ 
pable of supplying light wells, but re¬ 
jected when there was not such a scarcity 
of producing territory, ami the demand 
for high grade crude so great, will be 
looked up and thoroughly tested.

SHIPMENTS DELAYED. 


FREIGHT CONGESTION AGAIN 
TIES UP IRON INDUSTRY. 


One-Third of North Alabama Fur¬ 
naces Out of Commission 
As Result. 


Birmingham. Ala., March 17.— (Special.] 
—Because of a recurrence of the freight 
congestion In this district, much iron 
long since sold will still be in the yards 
April 1, the date on which the advance of 
twenty-five conts per ton In freight rates 
on Southern pig Iron and Iron products 
to Ohio river points is to go into effect. 
Tho railroad officials say that the amount 
of delayed Iron will be less than 30.000 
tons, while the furnace operators say 
that It will not fall below 40.000. It Is 
understood that the iron makers and 
consumers will make another effort to 
again have the advance in freight rates 
deferred thirty days. It has been post- 
pomfd on two previous occasions. The sit¬ 
uation us to shipments has made It Im¬ 
possible for any more furnaces to go Into 
blast at present. On the contrary', one 
*tack blew out during the past week at 
Woodward. This makes a total of fifteen 
Idle furnaces In North Alabama out of 
ulxnit forty-five. 

pig Iron prices continue firm, with a 


strong un wn rd tendency. Some small lots 
of spot iron were sold on a basis of $'•4 
per ton for No. 2 foundry Iron during the 
p.ial week, but there is no spot Iron for 
sale in the open market. That sold dur¬ 
ing the week wan for the purpose of tid¬ 
ing over customers who hail pressing or¬ 
ders on hand. All furnaces are sold well 
up to October I next. The prevailing 
price for No. 2 foundry iron for the 
fourth quarter of th* year is $19 per ton. 
with indications that it will go higher 
Manufacturers are holding back to some 
extent on sales, otherwise they could 
easily dispose of the entire year’s make 
In a very short time. 

There was slight interruption among 
the rolling mills of the district during 
the week. The Bessemer mill of th^ 
Tennessee Coal, Iron ami Railroad Com¬ 
pany was Idle part of the time for re¬ 
pairs. but has resumed. There is n sharp 
demand for roll!ng-m!U product. The Ten¬ 
nessee Company's steel mill at Easley 
it Is said, has not been turning out as 
large production recently as was the case 
during the winter months, hut It Is not 
from lack of demand. The demand for 
cast Iron pipe continues verv active and 
shipments are heavy, though this indus¬ 
try is also suffering from the freight con¬ 
gestion.

A suggestion that gum and other woods 
for which there Is ncrW little commerclaj 
demand may find extended use as mate¬ 
rial for wood pavements Is made by a 
writer in the Manufacturers’ Record. He 
I notes that the demand for wood paving 
has risen rapidly in the United States in 
the past few years, the experience of other 
countries having shown that when prop¬ 
erly prepared and laid It not only dimin¬ 
ishes the noise of highway traffic, but 
also furnishes a much smoother surface, 
conducing to the comfort of persons who 
drive along the streets. He says: 

"These wooden pavements seem to be a 
success not only In the matter of reduc¬ 
ing the volume of city noises, but also 
as to durability and substantiality. It Is 
perhaps a little early to conclude that 
these last two points are settled by these 
American pavements because they have 
maybe not been down long enough to 
prove that theu are In every- way as last¬ 
ing as the wooden pavements of some for¬ 
eign cities. Nevertheless, It Is not to be 
doubted that thii country will yield a 
sufficiently durable and substantial wood 
for all street-paving purposes should 
those woods now used fall to meet all 
, requirements, and In this connection It is 
safe to conclude that the South, with its 
vast variety of forest growths, will pro¬ 
duce the very best wood for paving blocks. 
Home of thy harder varieties of pine are. 
It Is said after treatment with creosote, 
quite well adapted for street paving, but 
there are also other varieties of wood In 
the Southern forests that would prove 
quite as suitable. If not better. For in¬ 
stance, there is gum, a hard, heavy wood, 
the texture of which is so tough that its 
uses are at present comparatively limited. 
Perhaps If this were cut into paving 
blocks and creosoted it would prove to be 
one of the most substantial and lasting 
of all varieties of material which have 
been used on the streets. It might also 
happen that portions of the best pine not 
large enough to be made Into lumber 
could be utilized by manufacturing into 
paving blocks, and such a method of dis¬ 
posing of what would be otherwise waste 
might be applied to other kinds of woods. 

"Some of the report^ In circulation 
about the utility of wooden paverdents. 
while admitting that they are compara¬ 
tively costly, are almost enthusiastic in 
their remarks upon the serviceability of 
wood a.s compared with stone. While not¬ 
ing particularly Its smoothness and ability 
to reduce noise, It is said to be nearly as 
durable as granite; und In support of this 
assertion the experience with a pavement 
that has been laid on a very busy street 
for six years is cited. This particular 
pavement, which was laid In Chleugo. Is 
sai l to be still In apparently perfect con¬ 
dition. Baltimore has placed such n pave¬ 
ment round her courthouse and has also 
laid some of It In adjoining streets. New 
York has It In lower Broadway, where It 
Is apparently meeting ail expectations and 
requirements. If a fuller experience with 
wooden pavements In these and other 
cities demonstrates their claimed value, 
another very extensive of the many uses 
for wood will no doubt be fully establlah- 
od and will result to the advantage par¬ 
ticularly of lumbermen In the South. 

“The proximity of this section to the 
great cities where the demand for less 
noisy street pavements is growing year 
by year Is such as to offer a splendid op¬ 
portunity to the South to furnish the de¬ 
sired material."

tine word "damn” at she right moment. 
1 ’hese "red hot" discussions have caused 
many books to sell which otherwise 
would slumber safely In obscurity. 

I have in mind an author who loved 
publicity more than bread and meat. All 
h.ls literary’ life he hungered for It. nud 
when it came it was like an avalanche. 
It wouivl have swamped most men, but he 
rode it supremely He Is tue type Who 
likes to take tlfi public into his confi¬ 
dence concerningverythln$f he thinks 
and -believes. One day he asked me to 
write ttomelhlng about a group of men. 

"But," I replied, "that is libel," scenting 
the familiar newspaper nightmare. 

"That's all right," replied the author. 
"It will stir things up. If they sue, it’s 
good advertisement." 

On another'occasion he came to mo with 
a violent communication that h© wanted 
to let loose on the world. . 

"What do you advise?" he asked. 

"I should not «w*nd It out,’T replied.

MONETARY. 


Saturday Evening. March 15 —The heavy 
liquidation tn the New York clock market wa* 
reflected In a bettor bank statement to-day. 
Tho wtatement show* that the banka hold $3.- 
083.100 more than the legal reserve require¬ 
ments. an increase of $981,375 os compared 
with last week Loans decreased $13,380,300 
and deposits decreased $15,914,700. Tba de¬ 
crease In the laitteg leettencd the requirements 
$3,978,573 There was a loaa In cash of $2.- 
997,300. Money on call was higher, touching 
2f» per cent, on Thursday, aue to preparations 
for the Standard Oil dividends and other heavy 
payment* yesterday Time funds ruled strong 
and rates for the shorter ported* were quoted 
at a premium. The enormous liquidation In 
securities should automatically decrease the 
monetary requirements and the high current 
rates will draw considerable amounts of money 
from Interior points. It is generally appre¬ 
ciated that the larger banks and international 
banking houses In New York City could and 
would draw gold heavily from Europe, but for 
tho appreciation of the fact that In some re¬ 
spects the foreign financial and security posi¬ 
tion was m<*to unfavorable than that in New 
York. 

Evan If other oondltinn* were favorable there 
Is nothing In the Bank of England's return as 
compared with that of last week to Justify any 
reduction in the minimum discount rate. It Is 
true that the rrtvjpuctlon of reserve to liabilities 
Is better, but It Is lower than It has been at 
this time for rix years, and the bank hss lost 
bullion on the week, a>thougn only to a email 
amount.

Under Auspices of the 
Y. M. C. A. 


WARSHIPS 


Of the World To Assemble In 
Hampton Roads. 


IMPOSING MANEUVERS AT THE 
OPENING OF EXPOSITION. 


NAVAL VISITORS THROUGHOUT 
THE TERCENTENNIAL. 


TWO MORE STATES IN LINE. 


Because of Kentucky’s proposed partici¬ 
pation in the Jamestown Exposition 
which opens on April 28. Just one month 
hence, considerable Interest Is being taken 
in the ceremonies which will inaugurate 
the Tercentennial. It has been promised 
that the naval maneuvers during the Ex¬ 
position period will be without parallel 
and will furnish one of the most interest¬ 
ing features of the World's Fair. At least 
twelve nations will send war vessels to 
participate in the opening ceremonies. 

All the great naval Powers will be rep¬ 
resented. except Japan, whose ships will 
come later. The great vessels of England, 
France. Germany, Austria, Sweden and 
other nations will He ride by side with 
the ships of the United States and those 
of South America. In the harbor of Nor¬ 
folk and neighboring waters probably 
about 100 war vessels will be anchored, 
the flags floating from their mastheads 
Indicating the peculiarly IntemaUonal 
character of the gathering. 

England's squadron will be the largest 
and mrxrt formidable of those to visit the 
United States, and will he exceeded In 
siz* only by the magnificent American 
fleet, under Roar Admiral Evans, which 
will be mobilized at Hampton Rixids 
during the Exposition. Japan and France 
will send the next largest squadrons. 

• • • 

Great Cruisers of Nations. 


The foreign vessels will be. In nearly 
all cases, armored and protected cruisers. 
England’s largest ship will be the cruiser 
Good Hope, sister shin to the powerful 
cruiser Drake. With the Good Hope will 
be the armored cruisers Hampshire, Rox- 
burg and Argyll, each with a displace¬ 
ment of 10,850 tons. The English squad¬ 
ron will be commanded by Rear Admiral 
Neville, 

France will send three cruisers. The 

f >roteoted cruiser Jean Bart wan orig- 
nally designated, but she has been 
wrecked upon the coast of Africa, and 
another vessel will be sent In her placo. 
The largest of the French squadron will 
be the Victor Hugo, with a displacement 
of 12.550 tons. 

One of the most interesting visiting 
squadrons will be that from Japan. Be¬ 
cause of the change made In the date 
for the opening of the Exposition the 
Japanese representation will be smaller 
than was originally Intended, but at least 
two vessels will be sent. One of these 
will be the Tmikuba. a newly launched 
ship, built at Kure entirely of Japanese 
construction and equipment. She Is of 
14.000 tons and 22.4 knots speed, orm^d 
with 8-lnch quick flrers In barbettes fore 
and aft and smaller calibers In propor¬ 
tion. The protected cruiser Chltose will 
accompany the Tsukuba, and possibly will 
be Joined by the Ktib!. These vessels at¬ 
tain great speed. Vice Admiral Ijuln will 
be In command of the Japanese squad¬ 
ron. This will be the first visit of a 
Japanese squadron to the Atlantic coori 
since Japan attained high rank as a naval 
Power in the war with Russia.

Austria To Participate. 


''Why Blue?” was the subject of an 
address delivered by the Rev. Ora 
Samuel Gray, of Amherst, Mags., at 
Macau ley's Theater yesterday after¬ 
noon under the auspices of the Young 
M-em’s Christian Association. 

It was Che last theater meeting of 
the season, and was one of the most 
Interesting of all that have been given 
by the Y. M. C. A, The musical fea¬ 
tures of the service were unusually in¬ 
teresting. George A Fisher, who ac¬ 
companies Dr. Gray as musical direct¬ 
or, sang several selections that were 
well rendered.

Austria will be represented In the In¬ 
ternational fleet by the armored cruiser 
Karl VI. Sweden has decided to send a 
ship, but has not yet announced her 
choice. Italy will send an armored cruis¬ 
er and a protected cruiser, but the ves¬ 
sels have not yet been designated. Portu¬ 
gal will send a vessel, probably the cruis¬ 
er Don Carlos. 

The flag of Brazil will be seen at the 
mastheads of probably three vessels In 
Hampton Roads. Chill will send the pro¬ 
tected cruiser Zenteno. of 2.000 tons, and 
Argentina will be represented by from 
one to three warships of small size. 

No positive arrangement has been made 
as to Germany's representation, but it is 
considered certain that country will have 
at least one ship at the naval display. 

The Atlantic fleet of the United States 
navy will be at Hampton Road* It Is 
the intention of the Navy Department to 
have one American ship at Hampton 
Roads for every foreign ship there, so 
that tho visitors may be properly enter 
tained.

More States In Line. 

Alabama and Tennessee have fallen In 
line for the Exposition with substantial 
appropriations, making twenty-four Com¬ 
monwealths of the Union by legislative 
actions to set aside funds for the partici¬ 
pation in the Tercentennial. The Ala¬ 
bama Legislature appropriated $25,000 and 
Tennessee $20,000. 

The business men of Cincinnati have 
organized on excursion to the James¬ 
town Exposition, which it Is expected 
will take from three to four hundred 
merchants to Norfolk.

"No question In the United States Is 
of mono Importance to-day than the im¬ 
provement of the waterways of that vast 
territory, the richest ]n soil and natural 
rv«Houirona of any section of North Amer¬ 
ica, the Middle West,” said James A. 
H*-menway. United States Senator, of 
Indiana, at Ilia Seetbach yesterday.

cific Ooean. It Is the only way of putting 
Wie Inexhaustible products of the best 
soetlon of this republic on the morkou 
of tho world In successful competition 
with tho *maimfacturlng and agricultural 
producing countries of the worid.” 

Senator H omen way grew enihusiasUc 
when ho began to talk of the means of 
developing the territory drained by the 
Ohio and Mississippi rivers. His home Is 
at BoonvKle, Ind.. only a few miles back 
of Evansville. He takes great pride lu 
EvanevlkV, and he realizes that the only 
way in which the manufactured products 
of that Industrial city can reach the 
marts of the world in such shape as to 
compete with the workshops of the Old 
World is to have a navigable stage of 
waiter In the Ohio and Mississippi rivers 
the year around.

Waterways All Year Round. 


"Tho Panama canal is now being built.” 
said Senator Hemenway, "and wnat the 
central port of the United States wants 
and demands Is a waterway from the 
great lakes and from Pittsburg, the coal- 
producing capital of the world, to the 
tjulf of Mexico. We have the natural 
products, and what we want mi the priv¬ 
ilege of manufacturing them and sending 
them out to the world in their finished 
state.

WILL BE DISCUSSED IN BOARD 
OF ALDERMEN. 


"It is my sincere hope that the special 
commission on the waterways of tho 
country, recently appointed to take a sur¬ 
vey of the situation during the summer 
and report ax tho next session of Con¬ 
gress. will get Into the reoj meat of the 
problem. I have all the confidence In the 
world In Congressman Burton, who Is ut 
the head of the commission, but I should 
have liked to see some man on the com¬ 
mission from the great, throbbing and 
pulsating section of the United State*, 
that section drained by the Mississippi 
and its tributaries. All wv want is a 
chance. The expenditure of money on our 
waterways by the Government will give 
us that chance, and at the same time be 
a lasting monument to the wisdom of a 
great people.

IN FAILING HEALTH, BUT WAS 
IMPROVING FROM GRIP. 


ONCE PROMINENT IN BUSINESS 
AND POLITICS. 


FUNERAL TUESDAY MORNING. 


George R. Snyder. Sr., died yesterday 
morning at 4 o'clock at hla residence, 
1504 Sixth street. While he had been in 
poor health for four or five years, be 
had been in his usual condition until four 
weeks ago, when he suffered an attack 
of the grip- Although feeble, he took a 
walk on Saturday and remarked to the 
members of his family that he was doing 
as well as he could expect- Saturday 
night at 11 o’cloek he was seised w.th 
an attack of acute indigestion, from 
which he had been a constant sufferer 
and in hla depleted condition he was un¬ 
able to rally, and the end came five hours 
later. 

Mr. Snyder had been a resident of Lou¬ 
isville for over twenty years, having come 
here from Clark county, where he was 
prominent in business and In politics for 
a number of years. Mr. Snyder was a 
native of Bourbon county and was wide¬ 
ly known throughout the counties of Cen¬ 
tral Kentucky. He was twice elected to 
represent Clark county in the General 
Assembly and was once a candidate for 
Speaker of the House, having been de¬ 
feated by two votes by former Congress¬ 
man W. J. Stone, of Kuttawa. He was 
chairman of the Democratic State Con¬ 
vention which sent delegates tp the Na¬ 
tional Convention tn 18*8. Mr. Snyder 
was a stanch Democrat and took much 
pride In the fact that he and his kins¬ 
men had never failed to support a Dem¬ 
ocratic nominee. He was also a stanch 
Presbyterian and had been a member of 
tho Second Presbyterian church of this 
city ever since his residence here.

Until Mr. Snyder was compelled to give 
up business by reason of h.s falling 
health he was associated with the firm 
of J. S. Phelps & Co. In the tobacco 
warehouse business, and perhaps no man 
had a wider acquaintance among the 
fanners and tobacco growers of the State 
than he. Perhaps the most pronounced 
feature of his character was his marked 
devotion to his family which Is one of 
the largest In the city. During the past 
few years ho spent most of his time w.th 
his children and frequently remarked that 
he only lived to look after their welfare. 
Bes ide s a w(fi, Mr Snyder leaves a 
brother, Robert J Snyder, the retired 
druggist of Louisville, and two sisters, 
Mrs. C. A. Freeman, of Bowling Green, 
Mo., and Mrs. John Robison, of Iowa. 
The children are Messrs. Frank O Sny¬ 
der. Claude F. Snyder, O. R. Snyder. Jr.. 
B Goff Snyder and R. W. Snyder, all of 
whom are engaged In the fire Insurance 
business ns special adjusters except Mr.
